Pork can be produced more cheap- 
ly by feeding grain with green for- 
.age than by feeding either alone. 

Two pounds or more of grain per 
100 pounds of hog (when on pasture) 
have been found more profitable than 
a lighter ration. 

When grain is fed, an acre of al- 
falfa will furnish pasture for at least 
15 to 20 shoats, and will produce 500 
to 800 pounds ‘of pork, according to 
the kind. of pigs. fed, pasture and 
weather conditions. 

Feeding the Boar 

Feeding of the boar should vary ac- 
cording to his age and the season of 
the year. 

Thin, growing boars need more 
grain than older ones, but . neither 
should be fed so they will grow fat. 

The boar should have a chance to 
exercise in summer in a pasture lot, 
and in the winter in a small yard ad- 
joining the pen. 

Succulent Culog feed, like mangles, ' 
silage) feed should be provided, 
throughout. the year. 

Skim milk is. especially valuable 
for young boars as the breeding sea- 
son approaches; and during this time, 
two or three pounds of grain per day 
may be fed. A mixture of equal parts 
of corn, ground oats and middlings. is 
good.

To do weil, pigs weaned at this 
age must have had grain before 
weaning, and must have skim milk 
with their grain. 

The amount of grain ‘fed to pigs 
on. pasture should vary. according to 
the. kind and condition of pasture, 
price of grain,.thriftiness of pigs.

1, Salt. ; 

Salt. should be kept before swine 
of any age where they can help them- 
selves at all times: Mixing it witu 
the feed is satisiacto:y when done 
carefully; but too often irregularities |: 
occur and the pigs get too much or 
too little. . The mineral mixture may 
be made up of about one-third salt 
and kept ‘before them, or a constant 
supply of salt separate from the 
minerals may be mazntained. 

2. Water. 

Hogs. will not thrive without suf- 
ficient water, and.gains are ‘more 
costly when it is not supplied abund- j 
antly. Clean drinking water, that is 
not contaminated by surface drain, 
age, is important: in prevention of 
spread of disease and parasites.. Self- 
watering devices, that furnish a con 
tinual supply, have proved  satis- 

etory. 

3. Shade. 

Good shade in the hog pasture adds 
to the efficiency of the feeding sys- 
tem. 
_ 4 Houging Condition§, 

Dry, well lighted houses that pre- 
vide comfortable quarters and that 
can be disinfected and kept sanitary 
are necessary. 

5, Exercise: | 

Pasture affords exercise for breed- 
ing swine, but in winter the trough 
should be placed as far as possible 
from the sleeping pen, to force “them 
to exercise. 

6- Disease Prevention. 

Constant attention to general sani- 
tation of yards and buildings and 
watchfulness to suppress disease at 
ita first appearance insure against 
loss. It is much cheaper to guard the 
health. of your swine and keep them 
vigorous than to doctor and disinfect 
after sickness gets under way. 

Mineral ’ Requirements 

Our grains are all lacking in min- 
eral matter for the pig’s needs, Pas- 
ture helps to correct this deficiency, 
as do skim milk and tankage, but 
even with these supplements’ some 
additional minerals usually pay. A 
supply of minerals should be kept 
before swine at all times.. This is 
especially important where piga are 
fed on poor pasture or in a dry lot. 
Wood ashes, finely ground limestone, 
air slacked lime, bone meal, and acid 
phosphate have given good "results in

Under admiralty contro!, the coast 
guard formed a complete chain around 
the British isles, the patrolman from 
one station joining hands with the 
patrolman from the next station, at 
the end of what was often a long and 
jonely “beat.”

. Gives No Warning. 

Because {it has neither color. nor 
odor, carbon monoxide frequently 
overcomes its victims with no warn: 
‘tng whatever, The first symptom is a 

severe pain im the back of the head; 

but If the concentration of the gas {s 

too high, the victim may. lose . con- 

sciousness before he can act. on this 
warning, Small doses may have. no 
other effect than to cause severe head- 
ache, but a heavy “gassing” Is an ex: 
‘ceedingly serious matter, and. con- 
valescents from carbon ‘monoxide. pol- 
soning should be kept in bed even when 
they protest that they are “all right.” 

The best cure tor carbon monoxide 
is not to have it happen at all. It 
needs no more than good ventilation 
in the garage, even at the expense of 
-a cold motor, to make the place per- 
fectly’ safe. Carzon monoxide: is 
slightly Ughter than air and vanishes 
almost immediately through ‘an open 
door or window. 

Persons overcome by the gas should 
be given first aid by artificial respira- 
tion and a doctor called immediately: 
In places where such accidents are at 
all likely to happen the standard ap- 
paratus for administering oxygen, 
with the addition of 5 per cent of car- 
bon dioxide, should be kept in con- 
stant readiness. 

Part of Ordinary Gas, 

Automobile engines are by no meang 
‘the only sources of carbo. monoxide 
poisoning. The fuel gas of most of 
our cities consists of a-mixture. of 
“water gas," which is made of hydro- 

| gen and carbon monoxide, with elther 
natural gas or gas from evaporated 
oil. The carbon monoxide content of 
such fuel ges may run as high as 80 
per cent—over four times the concen. 
tration of the average automobile ex- 
hanst. Faulty gas connections, broken 
rubber tubing and other difficulties 
witb the domestic gas supply have 
been Slamed for ten times. as many 
earbon monoxide casualties as auto- 
mobiles cause, 

Carbon monoxide would be a prime 
factor In modern warfare if it were 
not so easily dispelled tn the open atr, 
The high explosives with which shells 
are loaded generate great quantities 
of it; the gas from a TNT explosion 
containg as much us 60 per cent of 
carbon monoxide, 

If a shell happens to explode in a 
dugout or other confined space the 
soldiers who escape injury from the 
fragments and the concussion are 
very likely to fall victhus to. the gas. 
it is the more deadly since even ‘the 
most modern types of gas. masks af- 
tord far less protection agalnst it than 
they do against the heavier varieties 
of military poison gas.
